Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Representatives  shall  be 
chosen  on  the  first  Monday  in  October  in  each  and  every  second 
year  from  and  after  the  first  election  under  the  amended  Constitu- 
tion, or  on  such  other  day  as  may  be  directed  by  law. 

Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Senators  shall  be  chosen 
by  the  qualified  electors  for  the  term  of  four  years  at  the  same 
time,  in  the  same  manner,  and  in  the  same  places  where  they  vote 
for  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  no  person  shall 
be  a  Senator  unless  he  be  a  white  man,  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States,  and  shall  have  been  an  inhabitant  of  this  State  for  two 
years  next  preceding  his  election,  and  the  last  year  thereof  a  resi- 
dent of  the  district  or  county  for  which  he  shall  be  chosen,  and 
shall  have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-five  years.
